Simpson 
breathed 
his 
last 
at 
6:05 
o'clock 
this morning. 
Jerry Simpson’s father wa* a saw ­ 
mill owner and sailor of Prince Ed- 
ward’s Island. 
When Jerry was a small boy the 
family moved to Upper Canada. 
At 
fourteen Jerry left home and became 
cook on a lake steamer. 
Afterwards 
he was mate of one of the large lake 
Railing vessel*. 
At the outbreak of 
the war he enlisted with the Twelfth 
Illinois Infantry. 
After three months* 
•“rvlce he was discharged on account 
of disability and resumed the life of a 
sailor. 
In 1864 he was captain of a 
bl selling vessel, and continued this oc­ 
cupation for fifteen years. 
In 1878 his 
ship, the J. H. Ruder, encountered f* 
terrine gale and was 
wrecked 
near 
Ludington. Mich. 
On 
this occasion 
Captain Jerry Simpton showed great 
personal bravery. 
Through his efforts 
every man on board wa* save<k In the 
same year Simpson 
made 
a trip to 
Kansas and w as so Impressed with the 
country that he decided to abandon the 
sailor's life and settle on a ranch 
In 
Jackson county. He brought consider­ 
able money with him to Kansas, but 
had bad crops and hard luck. 
In 1853 
he moved to Medicine Lodge In Barber 
county, and was on the verge of bank­ 
ruptcy. 
Simpson's first political move was In 
1R66 when he secured the nomination 
for representative from Barber county 
on the Union Labor ticket, and was de­ 
feated. 
In 1888 he arranged a fusion 
of the Union Labor and Democratic 
parties and again ran for representa­ 
tive. 
He was again beaten. 
In 1900 
he was a delegate to the Farm ers’ Alli­ 
ance congressional convention In the 
Seventh district. 
That district was a 
14,000 Republican district, and the al­ 
liance leaders did not expect victory. 
They nominated Simpson for congress, 
and he proved to be a good cam paign­ 
er. 
He soon realized that he had a 
trmendously 
powerful 
backing. 
In 
spite of his lack of money. 
Simpson 
In one of his speeches made the re- 
j mark that lf times got much harder 
the farm ers would 
be unable to buy 
socks. 
Opposition papers took this up 
and dubbed Simpson "Sockless Jerry.” 
I Simpson turned the phrase to his own 
advantage, and by election time. no 
man was so much talked and written 
i about In the state as "Sockless Jerry." 


Toklo, Oct. 2S.—Sunday was made 
memorable for the Japanese by the a r­ 
rival of Admiral Togo, who came to re ­ 
port to the emperor the return of his 
fleet from the war. 
The distinguished 
naval officer arrived at the Hhlmbashl 
station at 10:80 o'clock. 
He was met 
by m inisters of state, generals, adm i­ 
rals, members of the diplomatic corps 
and hundreds of officials and people, 
who gave him a warm welcome to the 
capital. 
He was accompanied by his 
staff ad Admirals Kntoka, Kamim ura 
and Dewa. together with their respect­ 
ive staffs. 
The party entnred five Imperial car­ 
ri. ges placed at their disposal, and, led 
by his m ajesty’s aide, Admiral Ino Vu, 
drove direct to the palace, reaching 
there at l l o’clock, when they were re­ 
ceived by the emperor. 
Togo's car­ 
riage, escorted by a body guard of 
troopers, passed through a trium phal 
arch in front of the railway station. 
The streets were lined with an ad­ 
miring crowd who shouted “Banzais” 
as the party passed along. The enthu­ 
siastic cheers mingled with the noise 
of bands wa* audible for a great dis­ 
tance. 
General Sakuma detailed threesjaa- 
taillons of guards of honor. 
The b at­ 
talions were composed of men from 
th* Toklo garrison, and were under the 
command of Major General Togo. Four 
guns, located at Hibya park, fired sa­ 
lutes. 
The day wa* a beautiful one 
and all Toklo was out. Irrespective of 
age, to welcome the victor of the battle 
of the Sea of Japan. 
Adlmaral Togo, after his audience 
with the emperor, returned to his ship. 
After receiving Admiral Togo's re­ 
port, the emperor warmly praised the 
service renderd by him, his officers and 
men.

$50.00 Reward Offered 
for

Some time Saturday night the 
large plate glass in one of 
the 
beautiful show windows of Parks 
A Waldrop’s store, costing more 
than $75.00, was smashed, evident­ 
ly with a blow from a stick, rock 
or some other missile, and utterly 
ruined.

There was a display in the

Marshal Boyett says the damage

According to

officers at the time of the smashing 
must have been more than some­

A window and a door glass in 
James & Nunn’s furniture store 
were smashed a few nights before, 
as noted in the Eagle at the time.

Rally Day services of the Sun­ 
day school were held at the Meth­ 
odist church Sunday and enjoyed 
by a large audience.
